Six hundred and thirty-nine 
crew and 308 steerage passengers were bathed and their clothing dis- 
infected. ‘There were 63 rejections. Fifty-two cases of plague, 31 in 
the city and 21 in adjacent districts, were reported for this period, 
with 47 deaths, making a total of 1,222 cases since January 1. The 
daily report of plague. “ases shows a marked decrease in the past few 
days, and a further decline of this disease may now be looked for, 
since the history of previous years shows a decrease at this season of 
the year. The only other communicable diseases reported for this 
week were 2 cases of cholera (Chinese), with no deaths, a total of only 
5 cases since January 1.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gruver reports as follows: Week ended 
July 30, 1903. Census population, 4,000; number of cases of yellow 
fever, 2—deaths, 2; number of deaths from other causes, +; prevailing 
diseases, vellow fever and hemoglobinuric fever. This latter disease, 
called here ** black-water” fever, is, I understand, increasing in the 
interior. General sanitary condition of this port and the surrounding 
country during the week, very poor. The mortality from yellow 
fever this month is very high—about 59 per cent. Many of the cases 
have been discovered in various parts of the city just prior to death. 
New foci of infection are established and no adequate measures taken 
to prevent the spread of this disease. One case reported above occurred 
at the Grand Hotel, recently reopened. 

It is a significant fact that no case of yellow fever has been reported 
from the cuartel, or jail, which previously furnished many cases, since 
ten days after the sleeping quarters were fumigated and made mosquito 
proof. 

I have no means of ascertaining the exact number of cases which 
occur in Limon, and can form an estimate only by the cases and 
deaths which I know to occur.

Assistant Surgeon Trotter reports, August 3, as follows: Confirm- 
ing my cablegram of this date, **Dr. Finlay has abolished immune 
certificates from Mexican ports,” I have the honor to report that no 
more immune certificates will be issued to passengers bound from 
Mexican ports to Cuba, Dr. Finlay having abolished this practice. 
On arrival of vessels at this port the boarding officer may, on his own 
responsibility, allow those persons to land whom he knows are immunes 
to vellow fever. <A coal will be taken in each case by him and sent 
to the superior sanitary board for file. 

Dr. Finlay has established an immune bureau of the sanitary depart- 
ment, where records of immunity will be kept and certificates may be 
obtained by immune passengers desiring to go to Mexico and return. 
| Since the case of the nonimmune passenger who landed from the 

Vigilancia on the 7th of July on a false immune certificate the Cuban 
authorities have been exceedingly watchful. With the abolishment 
of the certificates from Mexico there is almost no possibility of a 
nonimmune entering Cuba from Mexico within five days. The board- 
ing officers are not likely to pass any persons except those positively 
known to be immune, for it is done on their own responsibility, and a 
mistake means the loss of their positions.

Turkey.—In Diebeil, about 30 kilometers from Beirut, there oc- 
curred on the 4th of July 3 cases of plague (2 deaths). 

Egypt. —In Alexandria, on the 5th of July, 1 death from plague was 
registered. In Tantah on the 9th of July there were registered 4 
vases of plague. 

British India.—\n the Bombay Presidency during the two weeks 
ended June 27 there were registered 952+1,215 cases of plague and 
704+ 786 deaths. In the city of Bombay there occurred during the 
three weeks from the 7th to the 27th of June 237, 138, and 100 plague 
cases, and 226, 122, and 41 deaths. In the town and port of Karachi 
17, 9, and 4 cases; with 15, 8. and 3 deaths, respectively. In the Bel- 
gaum district for the same three weeks 227, 294. 412 cases, and 149 
213, 248 deaths: in the Dharwar district 70, 167, 195 cases, with 44, 
107, 121 deaths. 

Plague and cholera. 


British India.—In Caleutta during the week ended June 13 there 
occurred 15 deaths from plague and 45 deaths from cholera. 


Death vate of Berlin, 


The death rate of Berlin for the week ended July 11 was higher than 
in any of the foregoing four weeks. It amounted, calculated on the 
vear, to 14.5 per “thousand, which was also slightly higher than the 
rate for the corresponding week of last year, in ‘which it amounted to 
14.2. Of the large German cities more than two-thirds showed less 
favorable figures than Berlin. The following towns, among others, had 
a considerably higher death rate thaa Berlin, ns umely, Munich, Leip- 
zig, Hamburg. Bremen, Hanover, Dusseldorf, Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
Breslau, as well as Paris and Vienna, while the death rate of the fol- 
lowing places was higher yet, viz, Nuremberg, Karlsruhe, Cologne, 
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Magdeburg, Halle, Konigsberg, Stettin, and Posen. On the other 
hand, the following cities had a lower death rate than Berlin, namely, 
Cassel, Altona, Schéneberg (with 11 per thousand), Charlottenburg 
(with 10.7 per thousand), and London. The participation of children 
in the first year of life in the mortality showed a decrease as com- 
pared with the foregoing week, the increase in the number of deaths 
being confined to the higher age classes. The rate of mortality among 
infants reached 4.2 per thousand per year, only about half of that 
of Munich, Nuremberg, Leipzig, and one-fifth of the rate of Stettin 
and Posen. Acute diseases of the respiratory organs showed a 
decrease as compared with the foregoing week, causing 36 deaths. 
On the other hand, there was a heavy increase noticeable with acute 
intestinal diseases, which claimed 100 victims. There were further 
registered 68 deaths from phthisis pulmonalis and 42 deaths from 
cancer. Five persons died of -scarlet fever, + of diphtheria, and 6 of 
measles. Thirteen persons died by violence.

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Report from Vera Cruz—Mortality statistics— Yellow fever on British 
steamship Cayo Largo, from Habana, via Tampico. 


Assistant Surgeon Goldberger reports, July 27, as follows: During 
the week ended July 25, 1903, there was recorded a total of 60 deaths, 
of which 16 were due to yellow fever and 8 to tuberculosis. 

The British steamer Cayo Largo, from Habana via Tampico, arrived 
here July 23 with the captain sick with yellow fever. He was taken 
sick almost exactly three and one-half daysafter reaching Tampico and 
eight hours before arriving here. The captain states that he spent the 
afternoon of the day of his arrival in Tampico at the house of his 
agent, where he took a nap—a peculiarly dangerous procedure, inas- 
much as the Stegomyia fasciata are particularly active at just about 
that time of day.

Assistant Surgeon Heiser, chief quarantine officer for the Philippine 
Islands, reports, June 25, as follows: 

In Manila there continues to be a continual decrease in the number 
of cases of cholera. The number has fallen from 66 to # per week. 


Danger of infection from the Mariquina River. 


During the week there has been grave apprehension felt owing to 
the fact that cholera has made its appearance at San Mateo, which is 
a village situated on the banks of the Mariquina River immediately 
above the point from which the water which supplies Manila is pumped 
into pipes. There have been altogether 9 cases and 7 deaths reported 
during the week covered by the report. The principal danger arises 
from the fact that the river is very ie and the greater portion of the 
water is used to supply Manila. Soldiers have been placed on guard 
to prevent contamination of the river. The use of public latrines, 
where the disposal of the fecal matter can be controlled, has been made 
compulsory. Daily inspections and other sanitary measures have been 
instituted by the board of health. 

The situation has improved so much at Manila that it is the intention 
to permit the United States army transport AV/patr/ch to sail for New 
York without first undergoing quarantine detention. The passengers 
to embark on her have all been in Manila for one week or longer. 
Steerage passengers will be bathed and their entire personal effects 
disinfected by steam before final embarkation. 


Cholera increasing in Cebu— Quarantine measures. 


Assistant Surgeon Fox reports that the cholera situation in Cebu 
continues to grow worse. There have been 53 cases and 36 deaths 
during the week. Owing to the fact that Manila is practically free 
from cholera it was decided not to permit steerage passengers to enter 
this port until they have completed five days from the last possible 
exposure to infection. Crews of vessels have been forbidden to land 
at Cebu.
